niestlonably due to the profusion of 
lavarian-Gcrman flags everywhere, 
mphaslzed by the red banners of the 
Socialists. 


Although fairly dark in the eve- 


ning, because coal' must be saved, 
ho streets are crowded during the 
parly hours. Restaurants arc open and 
i fairly palatable imitation of beer 
s served. It Is In minor details th.V. 
changes are most apparent at first 
glance. 


Every postage stamp one licks has 


a strange, disagreeable taste because 


shortage of something has led to 


the introduction of a substitute for 
the time-honored "stickum." 


Food apparently is obtainable cas- 


,1y in restaurants, although expen- 
sive. The suffering 
seems to 
fall 


heavily on the 
poor people. Food 


now Is more plentiful than a month 
ago because the signing of the ar- 
nistlce brought out stocks which 
have been held In reserve. The peo- 
ple are perhaps paler 
than their 


wont, but the street crowds appear 
to be warmly dressed and give no 
sign of suffering. 


The most interesting feature of 


Munich, as In every other German 
city today, is the new status of the 
common soldier. He may frequently 
be seen riding In automobiles while 
officers walk. He never salutes his 
former superiors. The success of the 
new regime Is forecast as being great 
or small, according to those with 
whom one talks. 


The Courier assails the people of 


Munich with an unexampled bitter- 
ness, directing a tirade against those 
who are spending money "because 
they have It in their pockets, regard- 
less of the time when their debts 
must be paid." It says that civilians 
are sacrificing the rations Intended 
for the army during tho coming win- 
ter. It adds that the "bad German 
retreat" lost most of tho provisions 
being held by the army nnd that 
stores now are scanty. In spite ol 
this, it says, the allowance has been 
Increased rather than decreased.

Tale of Heroism Told by 


Kansas City Star. 


While America mourns h&r dead in 


tho great war, there is still a measure 
of comfort and a great deal of pride 
in knowing they died well. The Kan- 
sas City Star tells the case of Cloyd 
Champion of Weston, Mo., Lieuten- 
ant of Scouts of the 140th Infantry 
and two unnamed others, which is 
as noble a tale as romance can furn« 
iah. This is the story, as written by 
the Star's war correspondent on the 
ground: 


"It was the close of the second 


day's fighting in the offe»sive th« 
Americans were 
putting on 
north- 


west of Verdun. 


"The scouts find out what Is In 


front of the lines, how strongly they 
are. held and 
by what units, 
how 


good the enemy wire Is, and much 
other 
information. 'Champ* 
(Lieut 


Champion), leader of the scout pla- 
toon in the 3rd Battalion, and one 
of- Capt. Ralph Truman's best men 
in the regimental intelligence service, 
started out on his usual Investiga- 
tions. 


"Two hours later the rat-a-tat-tat 


of a machine gun In close proximity 
startled the men in the front line. 
The fire swept over their heads. At 
very close intervals an automatic pis- 
tol cracked. Then quiet again. 


".At daylight tho men begun stir- 


ring around eager to learn about the 
machine gun that had been firing 
over their heads all night, and about 
the answering cracks. One man rais- 
ed himself above his hole and called 
out. An answer came back from a 
shell hole about 
fifteen 
yards In 


front. 


VTAS CHAMPION 


" 'It's me. Champion,1" came the 


answer, faintly. 'I'm shot full of holes 
and can't move, and this machine gun 
has ine covered.' " 


"Word went to headquarters that 


Lieutenant Champion was In a shell 
hole in front of tho lines, wounded. 
A few minutes later several scotits 
arrived. The general direction was 
pointed out to them, and one began to 
crawl toward the lieutenant. Tho inn- 
chine gun, which was so well con- 
cealed tha men had not been able 
to pee it. opened up, and the scout 


moved no more. A few minutes later 
a second scout went out. He believed 
he could rush through and drop In 
the shell hole before, the machine 
gunner could hit him. But he, too 
failed, 


"Two faithful scouts had died try- 


ing to rescue the wounded lieutenant. 


"A council was being held la the 


little shallow place where the men 
were concealed. They heard someone 
call to them. One of the boys man- 
euvered so that he could sea across 
the terrain ahead ' of them. 
There 


was the lieutenant raised slightly out 
of the shell hole. 


" 'For God's salce don't anyone else 


coma out,' he called. Tm dying now 
and there isn't any use In trying to 
rescue me.' 


'"Before they could answer. Lieu- 


tenant Champion raised hla automatic 
revolver to his forehead and pulled 
tha trigger."

bone, waste fat and connective tissua 
are removed from the meat or fish to 
be treated, leaving 100 per £ent food. 
Tho meat Is then cut Into cubes or, 
in tho case of beef, into steaks, placed 
In a vaciini and subjected to a period 
of drying at a relatively low temper- 
ature. 
No other treatment is neces-

THEIR DIGNITY CRUSHED 


The populace was shocked beyond 


measure when the Belgians first en- 
tered the city and promulgated the 
Ironclad rules that civilians should 
leave sidewalks and uncover when 
Belgian officers approached and that 
hostages should be given up. Their 
dignity was BO hurt that they pro 
tested to the international armls< 
tlce commission, 
., 


Learning from the commission that 


the rules were exactly the same as 
those of the Germans at the time of 
the occupation of Brussels, the peo 
pie received an additional shock. They 
consoled themselves, however, with 
the argument that tho Belgians had 
brought the rules down upon them- 
selves by firing upon the German 
troops, while Alx La. Cliappella never 
injured tho Belgians. 


The Belgians 
never intended 
to 


maintain these rules, and today an- 
other set, greatly modified, was is 
sued. They aro still stringent, but 
they eliminate the clauses compelling 
tlie Inhabitants 
to 
quit 
the side- 


walks. Tonight tlje Belgians are mak- 
ing way for the French troops to 
take over the city and the populace 
is anxiously waiting to see If It 
fares any better under the new re- 
gime.
